GIBRALTAR BROADCASTING CORPORATION 


by Chartes bootten Kenitra, Morocco. 

On April 11, 1973, I visited the GBC, Gibraltar Broadcasting 
Corporation at Wellington Front, Gibraltar. It is housed, along with 
a television studio, in an old barrack edifice which once served as 
a powder magazine. The building dates back to about 1780, roughly 
the time after Admiral Rooke took Gibraltar. The interior no longer 
resembles a store-house of war materials, but that of an efficiently 
run broadcast house, 


I spent a little over an hour with Chief Engineer, Mr. T.G. Black, 
who pointed out the main items of interest. 


Gibraltar Broadcasting, Ltd., managing agents for the GBC, is 
owned by one of the world's foremost millionaires, Lord Thompson of 
Fleet, who currently resides in London. The GBC administers the sta- 
tion in all policy matters. 


The station enjoys the partial financial support of the Govern- 
ment, but the government has no controlling interest in the station 
in any form. The remaining support comes from the community in the 
form of limited advertising, and the revenue gleaned from the licen- 
sing of all radio and TV receivers within Gibraltar. There is little 
industry in Gib, so the advertising must come from the larger busi- 
nesses, of which there are not many. The multitudinous smaller busi- 
nesses have not yet fully realized the needto advertise on a natio 
nal scale, probably due to the size of Gibraltar. 


The output on the radid and television is partly home origina- 
ted. The other words,a large amount of programming is centered around 
local events, such as children’s programs, talk shows, and an occa- 
sional band. The news items are compiled mainly from the BBC World 
Service, 


The main radio studio soundproof control rooms have homebrew 
consoles which remote control the turntable, four EMI transcorders. 
and the keying on control lines to the transmitters. Also accessible 
are two AR-88 MF receivers and a newer Redifon R 145 receiver, from 
which the latest in world events is gleaned, plus an off-the-air mo- 
nitor, 


There are two 15-year-old Redifon G176 transmitters and one Re- 
difon G 78 2 kW transmitter located in the same building, of which 
two are on stand-by. The power output on this frequency of 1484 kHz 
varies from 0,5 to 1 kW depending on requirements at the time. The 
antenna is a 130-foot mast, non-directional, located on the building. 


The hours of the radio station are from 0700-2300 GMT. The Chief 
Engineer Will be glad to accept reception reports, providing they 
are accurate and true, plus answer any queries concerning this sta- 


tion, .

REVIEW OF THE Q=BOX 
by Neal Perdue 


To spend one hour with the Q-Box active audio filter is to know 
that you have found the greatest DXing aid to ever hit the market. 
and at a truly reasonable price. Do you want to give your receiver 
selectivity equal to rigs costing $600 and more at a cost of $18.95? 
Well, here is the answer from AUTEK RESEARCH of California. 


Where to start, how to say enough about this fantastic device? 
It is,a box standing 3" high, 1.5" deep, 4" wide, with phone plug 
input and output, and one VARIABLE selectivity knob as its only con- 
trol. Widest selectivity is 2 kHz and it goes down to 30 Hz! at 3 db, 
per manufacturers specs. The Q-Box is battery operated, rated at mo- 
re than 500 hours per 9 volt battery. The results with my SW4A have 
been unbelievable, 


This device has so many advantages over other selectivity devi- 
ces that I don't know where to start to tell about it. The specs and 
"73'"' Magazine test report are available from Autek upon request. I 
will decline further comment on this item beyond what I may say in 
this review as the response to my invitation for info on the Unique 
Wire Tuner far exceeded my expectations and I simply don't have the 
time to answer all of this correspondence, 


The operation of the unit is so simple that you just plug the 
Q-Box into the phone jack of the receiver and plug 1090 to 2000 ohm 
(optimum) earphones into the Q-Box. 


Exalted carrier reception has previously been advocated by some 
members (it doesn't apply to the SW4A) but on rigs with which I can 
utilise this method I've found the hets, whistling, whining, etc., 
to be aggravating. The ideal answer to the problem is to be able to 
use the AM mode and narrow the passband, The W-Box let you do exactly 
this, with amazing selectivity. 


I decided to give it the acid-test on 60 meters. I couldn't be- 
lieve my ears! As the Q-Box is tuned from minimum selectivity on a 
QRM-ridden signal, the noise and interference simply disappear and 
the desired signal jumps right out of the QRM. Believe it or not, you 
can go almost the MAXIMUM of 30 Hz, cut dowm the surrounding noise 
and pick out a signal that is barely audible in the 60 meter mess, 
and hear it intelligibly where it was just a garble on the band be- 
fore switching in the Q-Box. It's like switching in an expensive 
filter, and it is VARIABLE. The maximum setting of 2 kHz is ideal 
for scanning the band, and when adjacent-channel interference occurs, 
Start narrowing the passband to eliminate the interference, while 
the signal to noise ratio increases dramatically. The desired results 
is intelligibility, and the Q-Box will get it for you... This unit 
should be of interest to anyone who has a receiver which must switch 
to BFO for sharper selectivity than available in the AM mode. One 
hitch, you can't drive a speaker with this unit without an amplifier, 
but the serious DXer uses headphones anyway, so I don't consider 
this a serious disadvantage.
